The dust from the primary hasn’t settled sufficiently for 
Republicans to assess what effect the Town Committee’s 
endorsement of a losing candidate will have on solidity in 
the campaign ahead, 

The effect on the primary is statistically measurable, 
however. The endorsement virtually split Rep. Arthur 
Williams’ local Support in half, if his vote in the heavier- 
than-usual 1962 is used as a measure, His Andover vote 
that year was 3,216. Thursday he polled a local vote of 
1,773 which totals exactly 3,217 when paired with the 
1,444 votes cast for Selectman Paul Cronin, the Town 
Committee’s endorsed candidate for 12th District Re- 
presentative. 

The whole endorsement procedure, a complete break 
with Andover tradition, appears to have created confusion 
in the minds of rank and file Republicans. Many seemed 
to approach primary day with the feeling that they had 
been given plausible enough reasons for why the name of 
an aggressive, new candidate should be on the ticket 
without sufficiently compelling reasons for why he should 
be preferred to the incumbent. 

What preceeded the endorsement sheds some light. 
Republicans learned some months ago that Democratic 
leaders would mount a full-scale campaign to unseat one 
incumbent representative and that Andover School Com- 
mitteeman Vincent P. Davey would be the challenger, 

A study of previous election statistics led them to be- 
lieve that Williams’ seat was most in jeopardy and that 
he should be persuaded to step aside, Williams, a member 
of the Town Committee himself, refused to accept the 
Suggestion. 

What followed was the unprecedented decision of the 
committee to, first, announce that it could see no objec-
